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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

Claim 29 is objected to because of the following informalities: misspelling of the word 
"advance" in line 3. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim 41 is objected to because of the following informalities: misspelling of the word 
"moveable" in line 7. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 41-45,47-48 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. Claim 41 
recites the limitation "said at least one place" in lines 8-9. There is insufficient antecedent basis 
for this limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-13, 15, and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gauthier (US Pat. No. 3,695,890). Gauthier discloses the following of the claimed invention: a 
surgical instrumentation system comprising: a frame (F) with a recess (please see Figures la and 
15); retractors (A, B) with clamping devices (1 1) having a foot (see in Figure 15, the portion 
extending into the frame) and a receptacle between a pair of arms (left and right sides of element 
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1 1); and distractors (A', B') with an anchor extension (B3), anchors (49), and a retractor portion 
(Bl) with a receptacle (18), arms (left and right sides of element 15), and a socket portion (16). 
The frame also has an oval shape. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Gauthier in view 
of Koros et al. (US Pat. No. 5,944,658). Gauthier discloses the invention substantially as 
claimed, however, Gauthier does not teach the anchor of the retractor portion being a multi-axial 
screw. Koros et al. teaches a spinal instrumentation system with the anchor of the retractor 
portion of the distractor mechanism being a multi-axial screw in col. 2, lines 54-65 for the 
purpose of better securing the anchor to the retractor portion. Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to modify the 
anchor of Gauthier to be a multi-axial screw in order to better secure the anchor to the retractor 
portion. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 17-40 and 57-64 are allowed. 



Response to Arguments 
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Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-16 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
